to the Tripartite Pact; in other words, 
to recruit her for the “ Axis” group, in 
order, inter alia, to be able to use Yugo 
slav territory as a corridor into Greece. 
After their easy successes in Rumania and 
Bulgaria the Germans apparently believed 


what the Americans term a ‘‘ push-over”’ ; 
but, if so, they were mistaken. Yugoslavia, 
otherwise known as the Triune Kingdom, 
has three main elements in its cosmopolitan 
population. They are the Serbs, the Croats 
and the Slovenes—all people of Slavonic 
stock, but differing widely in many 
respects. The Serbs. for example, are 
members of the Orthodox Church, while 
the Croats are devout Roman Catholics. 
There also are differences of culture and 
tradition which have interfered with the 
internal union of the Yugoslav State, and 
have made the task of government highly 
difficult. All three branches of the Yugo- 
slav people, however, have one thing in 
common: they dislike the Germans and 
detest the Italians. When France 
collapsed last summer Yugoslavia’s posi- 
tion was affected more seriously than that, 
possibly, of any other Balkan State. The 
dismemberment of Czechoslovakia already 
had come as a heavy blow, and when 
France capitulated the Yugoslavs found 
themselves virtually without friends on 
the continent. In all the circumstances, 
it was only natural that the Belgrade 
Government should make haste to consoli- 
date its neutrality and to maintain the 
best possible relations with the “ Axis” 
Powers. Its position during the last nine 
months—and particularly since the German 
occupation of Rumania—has been as 
invidious as it has been compromising; 
and when, quite recently, they were faced 
with a blunt demand from Berlin either 
to sign the Tripartite Pact or take the 
consequences, Prince Paul and his 
Ministers were almost at their wits’ end. 
Nobody in Yugoslavia wanted to join the 
“Axis”; likewise, nobody wanted to run 
the risk of a German invasion by force. 
In consequence a way out was sought by 
means of a proposal to negotiate an ad hoc 
pact with the Germans, which would be 
tantamount to a treaty of non-aggression, 
but would not involve Yugoslavia in 
„Axis policy. 

For the last two or three days a special 
train has been waiting with steam up in 
Belgrade’s main railway station to carry 
the Yugoslav Ministers to Vienna. The 
cause of the delay, it seems, has been 

the sudden discovery by the Govern- 

ment that a lorge section of public 

opinion throughout the country is opposed 

strongly to the conclusion of any pact with | 
the Germans—particularly a pact which 
in any way might compromise the nation’s 
independence. When it became apparent 
that the Cabinet would agree to some 
form of agreement with Germany, three 
Ministers resigned; and, although their 
places have been filled, Prince Paul was 
unable to find substitutes without difficulty. 

These Ministers’ example was followed by 

a number of high officials, as well as by 

certain army officers; who are reported to 

have crossed the frontier into Greece. At 

their annual meeting some days ago the 

members of the Yugoslav Reserve of Officers 

made a solemn protest against the Govern- 

ment’s alleged attittide, and even the head 

of the Orthodox Church in Tugoslavia 

warned Prince Paul and the Premier that 

there was a grave danger of civil com- 

motion if the proposed pact should be 

signed. Everything seems to have been at 

sixes and sevens in Belgrade when the 

German Minister, Herr von Heefen, 

informed Monsieur Tsvetkovitch that no 

further temporising would be brooked by 

Berlin: the Yugoslavs must make a final 

decision, and make it at once. It is quite 

impossible to separate the grain of truth 

from the masses of propagandist chaff in 

which it lies covered. All that is certain is 

that the Yugoslav Ministers have not yet 

gone to Vienna; the rest is mainly 

speculation, and not particularly intelli- 

gent speculation at that. We have little 

doubt that some form of pact will be 

signed between the Yugoslavs and the 

Germans. Whether it will commit tho 

latter to anything more than a pious 

declaration of bon voisinage remains to be 

‘seen. There are rumours of mysterious 

messages from Moscow to Belgrade 

counselling caution. There also are 

rumours of an impending statement by 

the Russian and Turkish Governments 

which will be calculated to warn the 

Germans against’ further adventures in 

Balkan territory. What effect, if any, 

such a declaration would have on Herr 

Adolf Hitler is a matter of conjecture at 

this stage. Previous experience does not 

encourage the belief that he would be 

much impressed. Be that as it may, events 

in the Balkans are moving swiftly towards 

8 crisis. Yugoslavia’s fate probably will 

be decided before the ond of the present 

week, and with it may be decided the fate 

of Greece.

Ships for Ireland 


The Government announces its establish- 
ment of a limited liability company 
whose function will be the purchase 
or leasé of ships. The venture, to be 
frank, is in the nature of a gamble; 
for the life even of a neutral vessel in 
these days and in these waters is apt to 
be short: whatever respect may be shown 
by submarines and bombing aircraft, the 
most elaborate mine is not yet sufficiently 
elaborate to recognise a neutral flag. In 
addition, it will be a costly venture. 
Shipping was at a discount before the war, 
when hundreds of vessels were rusting at 
anchor around the shores of Great Britain, 
and, presumably, of other countries as 
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of tension in the Yugoslav capital seems 
to be terrific. For some ‘months past t 
has been known generally that the Germans 
were trying to secure Yugoslavia’s adherence 


that Yugoslavia also would prove to be 
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greater than it is.

that spring approaches and the battle 
of the Atlantic is due to begin in deadly 
earnest If Ireland wants ships—and she 
wants them very badly, indeed—it looks 
as if she must depend upon her own 
exertions and initiative in order to get 
them. There must be whole fleets of avail- 
able vessels in American harbours; the 
danger is that Mr. Roosevelt's Govern- 
ment may have earmarked them, under 
the Lease and Lend Act, for Britain 
or another belligerent nation, and will 
refuse to release them for a country whose 
need of them, however insistent, he may 
not deem equally pressing. We can only 
hope that the Minister's powers of 
persuasion will be adequate to the task. 
Two million pounds’ worth of shipping— 
which is, apparently, the limit which the 
Government proposes for the time being— 
cannot make an enormous difference to 
Great Britain’s requirements or to 
President Roosevelt's fulfilment of his 
promise in the Lease and Lend legisla 
tion; and Ireland cannot be without 
friends across the Atlantic. We can only 
hope, too, that if the Minister’s quest is 
successful, the new fleet will be more 
fortunate than the nine Irish ships whose 
fate Mr. de Valera so recently announced 


to Dail Eireann. í

Once Upon a Time 


At the Book Fair last Saturday, Miss 
Patricia Lynch spoke on the subject of 
children's books. She commented on the 
fact that in recent years there have been 
movements in most countries to discontinue 
the publication of fairy stories, books cf 
the imaginative type, and legends which 
have been handed down from generation 
to generation. It was a bad thing, she 
felt, to repress imagination and to bring 
children’s books down to a dull, un- 
imaginative level. Miss Lynch speaks as 
if the children were being forcibly deprived 
of their fairy tales by hard-hearted 
authors and publishers; but such is far 
from the truth. The children do not want 
fairy stories. In modern times children 
have discovered that the fairy tale, as a 
form of literary entertainment, is highly 
overrated. The everyday world and all its 
commonplace details are so new and un- 
familiar to them that they do not need 
any additional glamour: they do not need 
a fairy castle and an enchanted forest; to 
them every large house is a fairy castle, 
every clump of trees an enchanted forest. 
It is the older people who need fairy 
tales, the people who no longer feel that 
there is anything strange or wonderful 
about the world. It is only the people 
who have watched the golden dreams of 
their youth ‘‘fade into the light of 
common day who need to read of 
enchanted forests and fairy castles. For 
that reason Alice in Wonderland and 
the great so-called “children's books 
appeal more to adults than to children. 
Children may. of course, appreciate and 
enjoy Alice in Wonderland to a certain 
extent, but they probably would prefer 
a story about other children like 
themselves, who behave in a rational 
manner and do all the things which 
they themselves may do. They do not 
want the heroes and heroines in their 
stories to go down rabbit burrows or kill 
dragons; there is sufficient glamour in 
just going to school or killing rats. 
Hilaire Belloc's Cautionary Tales, 
Rudyard Kipling’s ‘‘ Just-so Stories, and 
J. M. Barrie’s ‘‘ Peter Pan were written 
ostensibly for children ; but one could not 
expect children to see the humour in them. 
If fairy tales are disappearing—and we fear 
that Miss Lynch is correct in saying that 
they are disappearing—it is a bad thing 
for literature ; but not from the children’s 
point of view. They will take quite 
happily to reading school and adventura 
stories, or rely to a still greater extent on 
the radio and the cinema for entertain- 
ment; perhaps, when they are too old tor 
„children's books they will begin to read 
fairy stories. For that reason, it is to be 
hoped that fairy tales will not disappear. 
By all means, let us have fairy tales; but 
let them be dedicated, not to the children, 
but to their older parents and relations, 
who, as Hilaire Belloc puts it, have lost 
their fairylands.”’

ME: CHURCHILL, in announcing that 
Sir Kingsley Wood will introduce 
his Budget before Easter, kept the date a 
secret, which is not surprising in these 
days, and it may be sprung upon a waiting 
Britain with little notice. Speculation as 
to its contents are many, but nothing will 
be revealed beforehand, except the amount 
received by the end of the March quarter. 
It is possible that this will be found to 
exceed the estimates, but the total deficit 
will run into many millions, -and new 
taxation may looked upon as a 
certainty. That there will be an increase 
in the income tax is generally accepted, 
and it may bring the impost up to ten 
shillings in the pound, but this will not 
be the only increase, and the Chancellor 
will probably add taxes on things that are 
comparative luxuries with a view to stop 
buying of unnecessary wares. 


The Party Truce 


While there is little sign of peace in 
the world, some of the members of the 
Imperial Parliament appear desirous of 
precipitating political warfare once again, 
though they are only in a small minority. 
The party truce will end some day, but not 
until Mr, Churchill thinks the right 
moment has come. It is known to be his 
view that, when the war is over, there 
will be as great a need for a strong 
Government formed from all parties in 
Parliament as there is at the present time. 
Mr. Churchill will call for national unity 
to carry Britain through times which may 
be as difficult as those of to-day, though, 
perhaps, not as dangerous. This view is 
one held in common by not only the 
leaders of the three parties, but also by 
many members of both Houses. 


Bigger Flying-boats 


The forecast of one of the principal 
American aircraft designers that in the 
near future flying boats weighing nearly 
a hundred tons, and carrying a hundred 
passengers, will be crossing the Atlantic 
regularly is deserving of attention, since 
it comes from one who has had long 
experience in the production of large 
aircraft. Machines with some fifty state 
rooms and a large diningroom capable of 
being used for dancing are envisaged, and, 
though flying boats up to a thousand tons 
could be successfully designed, it is believed 
that those of a hundred to two hundred 
and fifty tons would render better service. 
There is no doubt that the next few years 
will witness vast strides in aircraft de-

Women Drivers 
reasing use is to be made of road

woman power is involved, and it is 
likely that some of the men drivers who 
have sufficient mechanical knowledge will 
have to be put on repair work an their 
laces taken by women, who have proved 
excellent drivers of ordinary cars, and who 
are to be tried as drivers of light lorries. 
Recently some of the large road haulage 
companies have applied for the release of 
their drivers called up for the Army, and 
in many cases the men have returned to 
their civilian occupations, but there is a 
limit to the extent to which this principle 
can be adopted, and the employment of 
women for lorries of the lighter types 
offers a solution which is to be tried. Tests 
have shown that women make better 
drivers of these vehicles than youths or 
old men. On the manufacturing side, the 
Government is to make more steel avail- 
able for the construction of light lorries 


for civilian purposes. 


Photographic Copies 

Great developments have taken place 
recently in the photographing of important 
documents, of which it is desirable that 
copies should be available in case the 
originals should be destroyed. A large 
British insurance concern has just had no 
fewer than fifty thousand documents 
hotographed, and the whole lot were 
ocked in a suitcase and taken away from 
London for safe — In some cases 
ordinary cinematograph film is employed 
for the negatives, and a photograph 
measuring about an inch and a half by an 
inch can be enlarged to any size desired. 
Before the war photographic reproduction 
of documents and statistics was in use by 
the banks, insurance companies, and com- 
mercial firms, but the practice was not as 


general as it is to-day. 


IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Food Supplies from St. Ann's 


One, at least, of our emergency parish 
councils has got far beyond the stage of 
talk, in respect of food supplies. 

When my friend, Mr. Fergus Ryan 
who somehow manages to combine archi- 
tectural interpretations of Dublin’s new 
town plans with the executive work of 
Clontarf Parish 
Council — mentioned 
that his committee 
had recently set 480 
“ plotters ” at work 
on the virgin lands 
of St. Ann’s estate, 
I invoked one more 
blessing on the heads 
of Father Hayes and 
his Muintir na Tire 
colleagues. 

To say nothing of 
the fact that the 
majority of the busy 
“‘allottcers’’ hail from 
the ranks of the un- 
employed, or of the 
physical and moral stimulus which others 
will derive from a renewed acquaintance 
with Mother Nature, the result in terms 
of vitamins and £.s.d. will be far from 
negligible. It means at least £5,000 worth 
of vegetable fooda that would not other- 
wise be forthcoming. 

Let me add that Mr. Ryan attributes 
much of the success of his committee’s 
venture to the zealous co-operation of the 
City Manager and his deputy, Mr. Rowe, 
and of Mr. J. McCall, the secretary of the 
Irish Allotment Holders’ Association. 

Let me also add that the allotments are 
only one branch of St. Ann’s food produc- 
tion activities. Alongside, Dr. Dwyer 
and his merry men from the Dublin Union 
have ploughed and harrowed something 
like 200 acres for wheat-growing. To all 
of them my congratulations ! 


Last Tram from Howth 


From food-growing our talk turned to 
other matters of interest to the people of 
Clontarf and its adjoining suburbs. The 
Parish Council—iooking beyond emergency 
days—invited the City Manager to sit up 
and take notice of that unfinished 
— and its dangerously narrow sea 
road. - 

Mr. Hernon’s reply was to the effect 
that nothing could be done about it until 
the companies concerned could agree to 
discontinue the only tram services which 
remain to north of the Liffey. 

Now, to the surprise of local residents, 
comes the announcement that—petrol 
shortage notwithstanding—next week will 
see the last of the tramway services between 
Nelson’s Pillar and Howth, with the 
prospect that G. N. R. bus services will be 
hopelessly inadequate to meet the demands 
of residents and of summer visitors to the 
northern seasides. 

But I gather that the Tramway Company's 
answer to objectors will be that the tram- 
cars to be released will be transferred to 
other routes where fuel problems are not 
less acute. In any case, it is good news 
that there need be no further delay in 
getting to work on Clontarf’s foreshore 
improvements !

The Italian communiqué states :'— 

“On the Greek front artillery 
activity. Formations of Italian air- 
craft have attacked the port and the 
aerial base of Corfu. An enemy ship 
was sunk; another ship and the in- 
stallations on the port were damaged. 

Italian fighters flying at low 
altitude repeatedly attacked the Greek 
Air Force at Paramythia, setting fire 
to three planes on the ground and 
damaging others. 

“In combat with enemy fighters 
two aircraft of the Gloucester type 
were brought down, The fighter for- 
mation under the command of Major 
Oscarmollinari has scored its fiftieth 
aerial victory. 

“German aircraft bombed the Port 
of La Valetta, causing damage to the 
ships at unchor and artillery em- 
placements, In the engagement with 
the enemy fighters seven Hurricanes 
were brought down. 

„In North Africa Italian and Ger- 
man ‘planes bombed motor transports 
and evemy troops. 


10.000-TON SHIP HIT 


‘In the Eastern Mediterranean 
planes attacked an enemy 
convoy with bombs and torpedoes, A 
ship of 10,000 tons struck by a tor- 
pedo has sunk.

“Escorted by fighters,a German bomber 
formation in the afternoon of March 
22nd bombed the port of La Valetta, 
in Malta, Direct hits were observed 
on ships and anti-aircraft positions. 
During earlier combats, which de- 
veloped during this attack, German 
fighters shot down seven Hurricanes 
without sustaining any !osses. In the 
evening La Valetta was once more 
successfully attacked,

22 SHIPS CLAIMED 
IN ATLANTIC

German battleships were stated by 
Saturday's German High Command 
communique to have been in action in 
the North Atlantic. 

Admiral Luet jens, commander of a 
battleship unit, states the com- 
muniqué, reports the sinking of a 
total of 22 armed merchant vessels in 
the North Atlantic, amounting to 
116,000 gross registered tons, during a 
long operation by strong German naval 
forces, Eight hundred survivors have 
been saved by German battleships. 

German aos succeeded in sink- 
ing 11 enemy vessels, representing 
77,000 gross registered tons, off the 
west const of Africa. 

During the course of Friday the 
German Air Force also inflicted con- 
siderable losses on enemy shipping. 
Altogether about 31,000 tons of enemy 
shipping were destroyed. Another 6,000 
tons were severely damaged. 

North of Crete German bombers 
attacked an escorted convoy. A tanker 
of modern construction of 12,000 tons 
caught fire after two direct hits, and 
must be regarded as a total loss. 
Another ship of 8,000 tons broke in 
two after a bomb hit her amidships. A 
third merchant vessel of 6, tons 
caught fire. 

“ At sea off Malta a British destroyer 
was struck by a bomb on the bows. 

In the sea area around Britain 
German bombers sank a merchant 
vessel of 4,000 tons in the Bristol 
Channel, south-east of Pembroke, and 
a tanker of 4,000 tons. Another 
merchantman of about 3,000 tons was 
sunk after a direct hit south-east of 
Aldeburgh.”’

One of two German raiders which 
tried to bomb a vessel at anchor in a 
North of Scotland bay to-day had its 
tail shot away by anti-aircraft land 
batteries. and it fell in flames.

BRITISH ATTACK

“ Blenheim bomberh of the Coastal 
Command were active over the French 
const to-day (Sunday), from Pas de 
Calais to Brittany,’ says the Air 
Ministry News Service. 

„One Blenheim successfully bombed 
a German flak ship escorting a small 
convoy of supply vessels near Brest.

Meanwhile, De Gaulle forces, strik- 
ing at Keren from the north-east, are 
making headway against stubborn 
Italian resistance to gain a position over 
2,000 feet high four miles north-east 
of Keren. 

In Abyssinia British and other forces 
are 3 their harassing opera- 
tions round Debra Marcos, some 110 
miles north-west of Addis Ababa. 


TO STRIKE NORTH 


The Press Association Military Cor- 
respondent says that the British, after 
taking Neghelli, can now strike due 
north in the direction of Addis Ababa, 
which is approximately 275 miles away.

No information as to the progress of 


the talks is available, but I-wnderstand 


that the discussions turned mainly on 
the question of prices. It is no secret 
that the Ministry of Food are anxious 
to take all the cheese, butter and dried’ 
milk that Eire can sparé for export. 
Dried milk is in great demand for 
infant feeding. Lord Woolton would 
particularly welcome a substantial in- 
crease in the quantity of cheese from 
Fire. He hopes that the Irish

export very considerably. He regards 
cheese as more important than butter 
just now.
